New ANA Gold Award Medal 


The prestigious Farran Zerbe Memorial Award of 1984 will be presented for 
the first time in the form of a fine art medal. The unwieldy plaque that has 
represented the award since its inception in 1951 has been retired in favor of 
a gold medal adopted by the American Numismatic Association Board of Governors. 

The new medal, representing the ANA's highest meritorious award, contains 
a full ounce of fine gold as specified by the ANA Board. Struck in 10K gold, 
it measures 2 inches in diameter. It is uniface with space below the design 
on which the recipient's name and date of his award will be engraved. 

Bearing a design appropriate to a numismatic award, the medal was adapted 
from an original creation by sculptor Anthony Dal Pino for the Medallic Art 
Company in 1961. This new medal marks another step in the ANA goal of present- 
ing fine art medals for all of its major repetitive awards. 

The new award will be presented in a solid cherry wood crafted box suitable 
for desk or table display and will be accompanied by a newly designed 16" x 20" 
framed certificate for wall display. 

Living recipients of past awards and spouses of deceased recipients of the 
Farran Zerbe Memorial Award will receive gold plated bronze copies of the new 
award without cost. Exact likenesses struck in 10K gold will be made available 
at ANA's cost to any previous recipient upon request. These and the gold plated 
bronze medals are expected to be available in September, and the latter will be 
forwarded without any further action.
